Vernon W Price Barn 


On highway 40, at 1200 North 
on a hill, sits a large barn built for 
Vernon and Relva Price in 1942. 
Originally where the barn now sits, 
there was a log house in which the 
Prices lived while building their 
home next to the highway. They 
purchased approximately 150 acres 
there from Abram Hatch which was 
farmed by John Price, before it was 
sold to Mr. Vernon Price, his son. 

After moving into their new 
home, the Price's settled some 
small calves in one room of the log 
house, and chickens in the other 
room. When the winter became se- 
vere, they worried about their ani- 
mals and moved into the shelter a

monkey stove to keep them warm. 

On New Year's Eve, the calves 
knocked the stove over and created 
quite an eventful New Year's Eve, 
with lots of onlookers and the fire 
truck that had to obtain their water 
from the spring and were unable to 
save either the log house, or the an- 
imals. 


Soon a barn with an adjoining 
shed was built on that spot for 
cows and hay storage: built by 
Sandy Piper, and Maurice Watkins 
for the Prices. 


Most of the property surrounding 
the barn is now owned by Richard 
and Karen Bassett with the Vernon
